Counter-treaties of Vienna and Hanover, 
fill continued in the Cabinets of the ſeveral 
Powers intereſted ; but fhe Nation at Home 


ſeemed to be perfectly united in the vigo · 


rous Support of its own Rights, and of 
the Succeſſion in the Houle of Hanover. 

On the 14th of June, 1727, his Majeſty 
in Council made a Declaration, that he 


would maintain the Religion, Laws, and. 


Liberties of the Kingdom, and likewife the 
Alliances entered into by his late Majeſty, 
which had, in a great Meaſure, contributed 
to reſtore the Tranquility of Europe. The 


next Day, the Parliament met, purſuant to 
the Act of the th of Queen Anne, but was 
prorogued by Commiſſion to the 27th of 

June, the Day of their laſt Prorogation. 


At their meeting on that Day, his Majeſty's 


Speech was ſach, as gave an early Omen of 


that paternal Care he ever after exerted for 
the Happineſs and Welfare of his People, 
and his Regard for their Rights, Privileges, 
and Poſſeſſions. It appeared, however, that 
his Plan' of Government, with regard to 
foreign Affairs, was the ſame with that of 


his Father, and that he was reſolved to ad- 
here to the Engagements the late King had þ 
| _ exaſperated as little as poſſible; and the 


entered into by the Treaty of Honsver, 
which, he ſaick in his Speech, had had ſo 
good an Effect, as to make him think of re- 
ducing the public Expence. 


Upon the King's withdrawing from the 


Houſe of Peers, that Houſe, upon a Mo- 


tion from the Bart of Cbsſter feld, which was 


introduced by a pathetic Speech, agreed 
unanimoufly to an Addreſs of Condo- 
lance and Congratulation; and then the 
Houſe of Commons, with the ſame Vnani- 
mity, voted the like Addrefs, upon a Mo- 
tion from Sir Paul Met buen; and the ſame 
was drawn up by Sir Robert Walpole, in 
Terms that ſufficiently proved he thought 
himſelf ſecure of all the Influence and bowy- 
er which he poſſeſſed under the late King. 


| The Commons, however, went farther in 


their Addreſs than the Peers did-in theirs ; 
for they congratulated his Majeſty upon the 
preliminary Articles of a general Peace bo- 
Ing ſigned, | | 

On the agth of the ſame Month, the 
Houſe of Commons came to the unanimous 
Reſolution, that à Supply be granted his 
Majeſty, © For the better Support of his 
* Majeſty's Houſhold, and the Honour 
* and Dignity of the Crown. When the 
bupply, on the 3d of July, came to be confi-

dered, Sir Robert Wa{pole, as Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, put the Houfe in Mind, 
that though the late King had 700, ooo J. a 
Year ſettled upon him for the Civil Liſt ; yet 
it had every Year fallen ſhort, and they hatt 
been obliged to make it up another Way. 
That, his preſent Majeſty had a large Fa- 
mily, and muſt ſettle a Houſhold for his 
Royal Conſort.

We have long queſtioned whether the 
Green and Bohea Tea were, or were not 
the Produce of the ſame Shrub : Moſt 
thought they were ; their Difference being 
attributed only to the State of Growth 
wherein the Leaves were gathered ; and 
the various Method of curing them. I think 
it is otherwiſe. Certainly, I have received 
among my China Plants, two Specimens 
under the Name of Tea, which differ obvi- 
ouſly in Leaf and Flower. That which I 
figure here, has ſhorter and darker Leaves, 
and in each Flower fix Petals : This, from 
the Colour of the Leaf, I fanſy to be the 
Bohea. The other has longer and paler 
Leaves, and in every Flower nine Petals 
that I ſuppoſe to be Green. Whether this 
be the Caſe, muſt be found by more Expe- 
rience: And if they really be the Produce 
of two diſtin& Shrubs, we are yet to learn 
whether the Difference be as Species, or 
only as Varieties. One Thing, beſide the 
Difference of Form and Colour of the Leaf, 
ſeemed, in the Courſe of theſe Experiments, 
to ſhew, that they were really the two Kinds 
I have conjectured. The Water, in which 
this Specimen was macerat ed, had the Co- 
lour and the Taſte of genuine Bohea Tea; 
and that which was uſed for the other, had 


as palpably the proper Aſpect of Green 


Tea; only made very ſtrong; and perhaps, 
coloured a little from the Bark. 

Beſide the greater Diſtinctions, there 
was ſomething in the Colour of the Anthe- 


ræ, or Buttons, They were Orange · colour- 
ed in the One, and of a pale Yellow in the 


other. I ſpeak of ſuch as were burſt, for 
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there were ſome unripe Ones which were 
white. | Ng 
The Claſs to which this and the other be- 
Jong, is very evident. They have a vaſt 
Multitude of filaments, and theſe riſe from 
the Receptacle ; Therefore the Shrub is of 
the Polyandrous Tribe. | 
The Cup is ſmall ; the Filaments are in- 


numerable: The Seed - veſſel, when perfect, 


conſiſts of three Pacts, in each of which is 
a fingle Seed. We have lamented often, 
that the Seeds do not come over perfect, 
and ſound enough to grow when planted 
here, as many other of the China Seeds 
freely enough do; and it has been ſuppoſed, 
the People of that Country, who are cele- 
brated for their Cunning, took ſome Mea- 
ſures to prevent this before they ſuffered the 
Seeds to be exported. But it is all eaſily re- 
ſolved in the common State of Nature. 
Many Seeds, with us, will not grow, if 
they be not ſown ſoon aſter Ripeneſs: Even 
the Acorn, which one would think, at firſt 
Sight durable, loſes its Power of Vegeta- 
tion in a very moderate Time. The Fact is 


this: Thoſe Seeds, which are moſt ſubject 


to a Fermentation in their own Subſtance, 
ſooneſt loſe the Power of Growth; and 
this is one of them, | 

Perhaps a hetter Method cf preſerving the 
Seeds may anſwer the Purpoſe ; ard it that 
can he done, I believe it will be now effec-

They are harſh, rough, 
and very pleaſant: The Buds, before they 
open, have indeed a high, and very fine Fla · 
vour, like that of the fineſt Green Tea, but 
more delicate. | | 
We are not to wonder, that the Seeds 
brought over into Europe do not grow ; for 


it is an Obſervation of the honeſt Kampfer, 
who had ſeen the Culture of the Shrub in 


Japan, that even there, not above two in 
ten ſucceeded when they were ſown for rai- 
fing the Plant for Uſe. He attributes this 
to an oily Matter in them, which grows 
quickly rancid. How philoſophical this So- 
lution may be, I ſhall not take upon me to 
determine; but doubtleſs it is owing ta 
ſome Change wrought in the Subſtance of 
the Seed itſelf, that it is ſo apt to fail. If

He muſt be 
then moved, if at all, from an internal 
Principle of Benevolence; directed by in- 
finite Wiſdom, as to the Time of effecting 
any Thing, the Manner, and Degree of 
communicating, i. e. as to the Acts of 
Goodneſs; from him therefore, nothing of 


Evil can reſult; unleſs a finite Degree of 


Perfection, given in great Profuſton, and 
multiplied to great Variety of Beings, can 
be, as it muſt be very improperly, called 
ſo. For Things being, to anſwer his 
different Purpoſes, and their Stations, made 
different, various Portions, and Degrees of 
Perfection, may, and maſt, be communi- 
cated ; and being all from his good Will, 
there can be in the Creature no reafonable 
Ground of Complaint; as having what 
was ſufficient, though leſs than others pla- 
ced in higher Degrees, This Variety 
in the Diſpenſations of Goodneſs tends to 
the nobler Diſplay of his Wiſdom, and 
conſequently Glory. : 3 

In this Syſtem of Beings, in reference to 
the all · perfect Being, and to one 2 
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there unavoidably muſt be different Degrees 
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of Perſection; of courſe, what ſome call ab- 


ſolute Imperfections, though really only 
Degrees of relative Perfections, are rightly 


adapted to the Rank, and Degree they hold 
in the Univerſe. The Deity himſelf cannot 
communicate, or empty himſelf of, all his 
Perfections; for then he muſt deſtroy him- 
ſelf, have a Power, or Part ſuperior to, as 
able to deſtroy, the Whole. In regard to 
Him, all Things muſt be imperfect, and it 
regard to each other. From the Nature of 
Things, they neceſſarily muſt be fo, and as 
coming from, and ordained by him, muſt 
be right. Our Wiſdom therefore will be 
ſeen in juſtifying it, and our Prudence in 
acquieſcing, And equally as abſurd would 


it be, for any of us to expect, or to mur- . 
mur at not having the peculiar Perfections 


which thoſe below us have, as it would be 
for any of them to require ours, when not 


ſuited to their State, and not conſiſtent 


with the Powers they already enjoy. Each 
therefore has enough to be thankful for, and 
though leſs than he might wiſh, more than 
he could at all have expected.

One of theſe Spouts happened here 
at Tepſbam, Aug. 7, 1694, between 9 
and 10 of the Clock in the Forenoon ;

tance by Eſtimation ; the Wind at 
E. N. E. a Top- ſail Gale, and very 


cold. The Horizon was entirely open 


and ſerene, except the northern Parts 
thereof from N. N. W. to N. E. by E. 


or thereabouts. The higheſt Part 


of the Cloud appeared to make an 
Angle of 45 of Elevation. About 
one Half of the Cloud, (vis. the Up- 
per) was very white, and the other 


extreamly black. The Spout itſelf, 


(which hung from the lower Part of 
the whitiſh Cloud) hovered up and 
down for about 20 Minutes, and du- 
ring two or three Minutes of the 
Time, that Part of the Sea, exactly 
under the Spout, did ſparkle up Wa- 
ter to a conſiderable Height. The 
Sparkling ran along to the Leeward, 
(the Cone of the Spout moving that 
Way, and making, it ſeems, a Diſ- 
charge, though not viſible to us in its 
Fall) and continued running alon 
for ſix Ships Length. Afterwards the- 
Body of the Spout did quickly con- 
tract itſelf, and then diſappeared. A- 
bout two Hours afterwards the Hea- 
vens were entirely overcaſt, and du- 
ring that Afternoon there fell Abun- 
dance of Hail, and both Wind and 
Cold encreaſed. I have ſeen ſeveral 
Water-ſpouts in the Aediterranean Sea 
ſome Vears ago, and thoſe uſually du- 
ring the Time of ſtark Calm and hot 
Summer Weather; but to ſee one in 
our northern Climate at this Time of 
the Year, and during Weather both 
cold and windy, is, I pteſume, a little 
unuſual. r .

Stuart gives the follow- 
ing Account of Spouts he obſerved in 
the Mediterranean: eee 
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The 27th of Auguft, 1701, being 


_ the Coaſt of Barbary, to the 
Northward of the Town of Bona, up- 
wards of 10 Leagues Diftance at Sea, 


about 7 o'Clock at Night, ſhortly af- 


ter eng. appeared in the N. E. 


(which was directly upon the Gulph 
of Lyons from us) great and continu- 
ed Flaſhes of Lightning one after an- 
other, without hardly any Intermiſ- 
ſion, and this, without Thunder, con- 
tinued till the next Morning; the 
Flaſhes of Lightning ſometimes repre- 
ſenting ' the ſudden Appearance of a 
Star, and at other Times of a flam- 
ing Sword, and again of a ſilver Cord 


ſtretched along the Clouds, or as the 


irregular Rents of a Vial from Top to 
Bottom. About 8 next*Morning we 
had Thundring, with a Continuation 
of Lightning of the Kind and Ap- 
pearance above-mentioned, alf from 
the North Eaſt, or thereby. About 
9, fell down from the Clouds (which 
looked diſmally black, lowring, and 
as it were heavy Rain) in the ſaid 
N. E. Quarter, three Water-ſpouts, 
as commonly called ; that in the Mid- 
dle, being the greateſt, ſeemed fo big 
as the Maſt of a Ship, and I judged it 
to be at leaſt a League and a Half 
diſtant from us; ſo that in itſelf, no 
Doubt, it was bigger than three Maſts, 
The other two were not by Half ſo 
big. All of them black as the Cloud 
from whence they fell. All of them 


ſmooth, without any Knot or Irregu- 


larity ; only at firſt falling, ſome fell 


perpendicularly down,' and ſome ob-

launch out into a new Branch of Com- 
merce, at preſent incapable of ſupporting 
itfelf, without the Aid of ParTiament, al- 
though, aſſiſted by the Slave-trade, from 
which it is propoſed they ſhall be excluded: 
and the Clamours of the private Traders, 
who might think themſelves aggrieved, by 
being confined to the Slave-trade alone, 
It would, however, be no difficult Matter 
to remove all theſe Objections, and prove 
the Utility of the Scheme, in a Method 
both conſiſtent with Speculation and Prac- 
tice, were we at Liberty to change the

Commodities from India, and likewiſe in a 
ſhort Time fave the Nation and them a 
a great Sum, now laid out in Spices and 
ſome other Commodities purchaſed from the 
Dutch, and by them only imported. The 
Negroes are no leſs vain, fickle, and ad. 
died to Dreſs and Faſhion, than the Eu- 
ropeans, They are particularly fond of Cal- 
licoes, Chintſes, and other Indian Cloths, 
which are indeed admirably adapted fo the 
Climate, and might ſoon be brought yni- 


verſally to wear them, at leaſt the Women 


of Kings, Nobles, and other Perſons of 
Diſtinction. which alone would occaſion a 
prodigious Conſumption. Beſides, it is ob- 
vious, from the Relations of Voyagers, 
that Pepper, Nutmegs, and other Spices, 
will-grow in many Latitudes of Africa ; 
and, if ſuch Teſtimonies were wanting, 
Reaſon dictates the Probability of it, from 
the Analogy between the Soil ard Climate 
of theſe Parts, and the Countries where 
they are now produced, As to the Culti- 
vation of the Sugar-cane, it may admit of 
fome Debate, how far it might be purſued 
here, without Injury to our * India Co- 
lonies. Could the Uſe of Sugar and Tea be 
introduced among the Negroes, it is not 
657-97 to ſay how great the Demand might 
de for both Commodities, or what Returns 
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of Gold, Ivory, Gums, Cc. they mieht 


ideal Schemes of all the other ProjeQtors of 


produce. Nay, it is even probable, that 
the Key to thoſe Gold Mines, of which 
Voyagers ſpeak ſo much, and which the 
Natives conceal ſo carefully, is the Palate, 
for the Sake of which a Negro will ſell his 
Father, Wife, or Son. In a: Word, the 
greateſt Succeſs might be expected from the 
Influence 'of a wealthy Body; ſtrenuous in 
the Purſuit of enlarging their Spfiere of 
Commerce, capable of ſupporting their 
Authority with Dignity, of cajoling, ſooth- 
ing, and wheedling, the Appetites of theſe 
Barbarians, or, where Neceſſity required ii, 
of conſtraining them to Obedience and 
Submiſſion. Laſtly, to the Grievances of 
the private Merchant, confined ſolely to the 
Slave-trade, it may be a ſufficient Anſwer, 
that they gain more by the Company's be. 
ing excluded from this Trade, than they 
Joſe by the Reſtriction laid upon them, If 
this were inſufficient, we might urge the 
old Proverb, That of two Evili, the laft i 
to be choſen ; better the Profits of the pri · 
vate Trader ſhould be diminiſhed, than that 
the whole Trade be loſt, the Government 
ſaddled with an unneceſſary Burden, and 
the India Company deprived of a Branch of 
Commerce, which, would ſoon render them 
the moſt powerful, wealthy, and reſpecta- 
ble Body of Merchants in the ' Univerſe. 
Theſe Arguments, which we have ſubjoined 
to Mr. Poſiletbwayte's Project for enlarging 
the Eaft India Commerce, the Reader is at 
Liberty to admit or reject: Our Endeavour 
is to improve his Underſtanding, without 
laying any Conſtraint on his Judgment; but 
no one ought to entertain a Prejudice a- 
gainſt them, merely becauſe they are new. 
If they are falſe, they will ſoon follow tbe

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Continent, continued to the End of this 


properly qualified for the Circulation, and 
Nutrition of the Body, but aſter having been 


diſtributed through the innumerable capilla - 


ry Arteries, which ſurround the Veſicules 
of the Lungs in a Kind of Net-work, it 
there undergoes a Compreſſion on all Sides, 
partly from the inſpired Air, partly from 
the re- acting Blood, and partly from the 
Contraction of the Veſſels themſelves, and 
theſe acting every Moment in a Variety of 
Ways, ſo that the Blood in the Lungs is 
every Way agitated and mixed, and hence 
its larger Molecule are very greatly divided. 
Here it is alſo more eſpecially, that the 
red Globules of Blood ſeem to be formed 
out of ſix ſerous ones, (as appears by the 
Microſcope) guſt as we form a large Glo- 
bule of Quickſilver from ſmaller ones, which 
likewiſe requires ſome ſmall Degree of Force 
and Compretſion, — In the Lungs alfo the 
Particles of the freſh Chyle are worked into 
a proper globoſe Figure, fit for the Uſes of 
animal Life. All theſe Things are fur- 
thermore effectually performed in the Ac- 
tion of Reſpiration, by the Contraction of 
the Lungs, and the Collapſe of the Ribs 
prefling them. 

The Lungs therefore ought to be eſteemed 
the chief Organ of Sanguiſication; hence it 
is no Wonder that they, who have weak 
Lungs, become cachectic and hydropic, nor 
that thoſe who live in a bad Air are di- 
ſeaſed, _ ; 3 
The Comminution, Attrition, and San- 
guification of the Chyle (if I may fo term 
it) in the Lungs is altogether neceſſary both 
to the Nutrition and the Motion of the 
Muſcles ; for we ſee neither of them per- 
formed by any Blood, that hath not paſſed 


through the Lungs ; for this is obſervable 


from the coronary Arteries to the ultimate 
Ramificacions of the Aorta. Some A- 
nimalcules therefore have a Kind of Air- 
veſſels, or Vent-holes, from Head to Tail. 

Secondly, The Air ought not only 
to be free from noxious Vapours, but of a 
juſt Degree of Gravity and Elaſticity, that 
it may diſtend the Lungs ſufficiently, and 
yet not oppreſs them by an Over-lnad ; —— 
for though robuſt Perſons eaſily enough bear 


either a very heavy, or light Atmoſphere, - 
and are healthy on the Top of a Hill, or 


Depth of a Valley, the Infirm cannot well 


bear the Change, and therefore ought to be 


more careful as to theſe Matters. —You 
ſee, in the Practice of Phyſic, that the N. E. 
Wind, that raiſes the Mercury in the Paro- 
meter, greatly prejudices ſome ; on the o- 
ther Hand, ſome by a ſoutherly Wind fink 
with the Baroſcope. But more of this 
hereafter ; only by the Way taking Notice, 
that a high Situation is beſt for the Former, 
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and a low One for the Latter, other Things 
not forbidding ; for according to the Situa- 
tion the Column of the incumbent Air is 
more or leſs produced, and its Preſſure ac- 
cordingly greater, or lefs ; hence ſome find 
themſelves better near the Sea; others in 
mountainous Places. 5 

Thirdly,— Air, fit for Reſpiration, ought 


neither to be too hot, or very cold; for the 


_ Uſe of the inſpired Air is to temperate the 
Blood, which would otherwife grow too 
hot, and putriſy, as is evident from the Ex - 
periment of the excellent Boerhaowe made 
in a Hot houſe ; for if the Air is more hot, 
or even equally hot as the Blood of any A-

Accogding to Beſ- 
man, the Koto Coaſt is often called the Land 


of Lampi by the Natives. The Country is 
flat, ſandy, dry, barren, and little Wogd or 


Trees of any Kind, except the Palm, or 
wild Coco, of which it produces a great 
Number. It is tolerably provided with 


Cattle, at leaſt as many as abundantly ſup- 


ply the Inhabitants. Neither River nor Sea 
Fiſh are wanting ; but the Latter they are 
unable to catch, on Account of the great 
Agitation of the Sea, and the prodigious 
Surf on the Coaſt. The whole Commerce 
of this Kingdom is confined to the Sale of 
Slaves, Sometimes they offer more, ſome- 
times leſs; in general, the Number fold at 
a Time is ſcarce ſufficient to complete the 
Cargo of a fingle Ship. 

Boſman deſcribes the Natives as good · na- 
tured, civil, and obliging ; Des Marchatis 
obſefves, that we may ſafely like their Man- 
ners, if we do not repoſe a Confidence in 
them. This Remark is confirmed by what 
the former Writer relates. _ 

The Natives of Popo depend intirely on 
Plunder and the Slave Trade. In the Former 
they are more ſucceſsful than the Non, 
being more active, brave, and reſolute. 
Their Slave Trade is not confiderable, it 
frequently requiring a Reſidence of ſome 
Months to complete a Cargo here. In 1697, 
Boſman could purchaſe but three Slaves in 
the Space of as many Days, notwithſtanding 
the Aſſurance of the Natives, on his Arri- 
val, that in a few Days, they would pro- 
cure him two Hundred. 

Four Miles to the Eaſtward of Little Po- 
po are the Boundaries of Great Popo. In 
the inland Country are found Plenty of 
Fruits, Roots, Birds, and Beaft ; but the 
Sea- Coaſt is marſhy, and of Courſe low and 
flat; at the ſame Time that it is very dan- 
gerous. | 

The Natives of Great Pogo trade in Slaves, 
but not deeply, If no foregin Ships arrive 
on their Coaſt, they difpoſe 'of their Stock 
to the King of Little Popo, who exchanges 
for them ſome of his European Commodities. 

The Kingdom of Vbidab, as it is called 
by the Engliſh, makes another confiderable 
Part of this Coaſt. f 

Boſman, who ſpent three intire Months 
in the Country, took all imaginable Pains 
to inform himſelf of its exact Limits; but 
could never learn more, than that it ſtretches 
along the Shore about ten Miles, its Centre 
ſeven Miles into the Inland, after which it 
branches out into two Arms, each of which, 
in ſome Places, are ten or twelve Miles 
broad, in other much narrower.

This Country is watered by two Rivers, 
which likewiſe run through the Kingdom 
of Ardrab.

ow the moſt fertile Land on Earth can 
ſupply the Number of People contained 
in ſo ſmall a Compaſs. So that not- 
withſtanding the ſmall' Extent of this 
Kingdom, it is divided into twenty. fix 
Provinces, which take their Names from 
their capital Towns. | Thoſe ſmall States 
are diftributed among the chief Lords of the 
Kingdom, and become Hereditary in their 
Families. The King of Whidob, who is 


only their Chief, preſides particularly in' 


the Province of Sabi or Xawier, that is, 
the principal Province of the King, as the 
City of the ſame Name. is the Capital of 
the Whole.

The firſt is the Character of the antient 
Comedy, which has no Likeneſg to any 
Thing in Nature. Its Genius is ſo wild 
and ſtrange, that it ſcarce admits a Defini- 
tion. In what Claſe of Comedy muſt we 
place it ? It appears to me to be a Species 
of Writing by itfelf. If we had Phrynicu, 
Plato, Eupolis, Critinus, Ameipfias, and ſo 
many other celebrated Rivals of Ariſtepbann, 
of whom all that we can find are afew 
Fragments ſcattered in Plutarch, Atbenias, 
and Suidas, we might compare them with 
our Poet, ſettle the general Scheme, ob- 
ſerve the minuter Differences, and form a 
complete Notion. of their .comic Stage.

Oratory dares not touch it, and Comedy

The T:a/ion Comedy of the laſt 
Aye, all daring as it was, could not for its 
come into Competition with the 
Antient, It was limited to general Satire, 
which was ſometimes carried ſo far, that

potted Strokes, the pun zent Wit, and the 
Malignity concealed TS wild Flights 
as become the Character of Harlequin. 
But though it ſo far reſembled Ariſtopbhanes, 
our Age is yet at a great Diſtance from his, 
and the Talian Comedy from his Scenes. 
But with Reſpect to the Liberty of cenſur - 
ing the Government, there can be no Com- 
pariſon made of one Age or Country with 
another. Ariftophanes is the only Writer 
of his Kind, and is for that Reaſon of the 
higheſt. Value. A powerful State ſet at 
the Head of Greece, is the Subject of his 
Merriment, and that Merriment is allowed 
by the State itſelt. This appears to us an 
Inconvenievcy ; but it is true it was the 
Intereſt of the State to allow it, though 
not always without Inconveniency. It was 
a Reſtraint upon the Ambition and Tyranny 
of ſingle Men, a Matter of great Impor- 
tance to a People ſo very jealous: of their 
Liberty, Cleon, Alcibiades, Lamachus, and 
many other Generals and Magiſtrates were 
kept under by Fear of the comic Strokes'of 
a Poet ſo little cautious as Ariftophaner.

I have endeavoured to diſtinguiſh, and pre- 
ciſely to ſett]2 the Difference between the 
Law and the Goſpel, =m—— .. 
The Law has made no Provifion for the 


Pardon of the Jeaft Tranſgreſſion. It re- 


quires perfect unſinning Obedience in 
Thought, Word, and Deed. This is its 
juſt Demand. And in Caſe of the leaſtſail- 
ing, it immediately paſſes Sentence and 
condemns. It will not accept of Sorrow or 
Tears, of Repentance, or Amendment, as 
any Satis faction; but its Language is, Do 
this, or thou ſhalt die.“ There is not a 
Word ſaid about ſorrowing for what was 
pots and reforming for the future, as if the 

tyle of the Law was, Be ſorry for thy, 
Sin, and reſorm, and then thou ſhalt not 
die: But it is poſitive and expreſs, ©* Keep, 
the Law, and thou ſhalt live. Tranſgreſs 
it, and thou ſhalt die: For curſed is every 


one, who continueth not in all Things, that 


are written in the Book of the Law to do 
them.” 5 5 
But ſome may aſk, Will not the Law ac- 
cept of ſincere Obedience? Nay, It will 
abate nothing of its Demands, It will have 
abſolutely perſect Obedience, if by the Works 
of it a Man be juſtified before God. There 
is not one Word in the Law about Sincerity ; 
no not a ſingle Hint, as if a Man might be 
pardoned, who kept the Law ſincerely, al- 
though imperfectly. The Law ſays — 
Do all Things, which God has commanded, 
and continue to do them with all thy Heart, 
Mind, Soul, and Strength, and then. thou 
ſhalt be juſtified by thy Works; but if thou 
offend in one Inſtance, thou comeſt under 
the Curſe: For he that offendeth in one 
Point is guilty of all, and conſequently ſin- 
dere Obedience failing in one Point leaves a 
Man. guilty, and under the Curſes of the 
roken Law, 5 5 | 
It. highly concerns thoſe Perſons to con- 
ſider this Matter well, who fancy that 
Chriſt came as a great Law-giver, to pub- 
liſh milder Terms of Acceptance than the 
moral Law had required. They have a No- 
tion of Chriſt, as if he was only the pub- 
liſher of ſome new remedial Law, which 
abated ſomething of the Demands,. and mi- 
tigated ſome of the Rigour of the moral Law. 
Whereas he came not to publiſh any, new 
Law, but to ſave his People from their Sins 
committed againſt the old Law. He came 
to be a Saviour, and nota Law-giver. In- 
deed he preached the Law, but it was to 
bring Men to the Knowledge of Sin, and to 
ſee and to icel their Want of his Salvation. 
But he preached nothing new, He only en- 
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forced the Law in its ſpiritual Nature; and 
in its full Extent, ſhewing the Length and 
Breadth, the Depth and Height of the Com.

The Kings of Spain have divided the im- 
menſe Regions they poſſeſs between Frozi! 
and Peru, into four Provinces or Covern. 
ments; Viz, Magellan, Tucuman, * 
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and Ria de Ia Plata. Within thefe Govern- 
ments are contained the Provinces of Ciaco, 
Parana, Guaira, and Uraguay. 

The Government of Magellan is the moſt 
Southern 3 its Extent from North to South 
is about 999 Miles, and it terminates in a 
Point at the Magellanic Streights, which 
are ſo named, as it is well known, from 
Magellan, who firſt diſcovered this Paſſage 
into the South-Seas, The Inhabitants of 
Magellan are called Patagons 3 and are moſt- 
ly of a gigantic Size, and not leſs fierce than 
they are robuſt, living in Foreſts without 


Laws or Religion. Though the Spaniards 


give themſelves out as. Maſters of this ſpa- 
cious Trac, yet they ill want the Conſent 
of the Patagons to be in peaceable Poſſeſſion, 
A Fort or two built on the Mapellanic 
Streights were ſoon deſtroyed, the Garri- 
ons placed there being quickly reduced to 
ſtarve for Want, Cold, and Miſery : For 
the Magellonic is much expoſed to the Seve- 
rity of the Winter z yet there are good Pa- 
tures, fine Foreſts, plenty of Cattle, and 
Fiſhin Abundance, « ED 

The Province of Tucuman, on the North- 
weſt of Paraguay, 8 preferable to that of 
Magellan, the Air being more temperate, 
and the Soil more fruitful, Tt is watered by 
wo large and very piſculent Rivers, that 
overflow their Banks in the rainy Seaſon, 
and fertilize the Plains. As the Country 
abounds with excellent Paſtures, there is 
yearly a prodigious Increaſe of horned Cat- 
tle, Sheep, Deer, Cc. One meets with 
Game at every Step, and may often take it 
with the Hand; eſpecially Pigeons and 
Partridges, very ſhort indeed in Taſte of 
thoſe in Europe. Mafly Sorts of Cottons 


and Woolen- ſtuffs are manufactured here, 


and a very fine Mine of Rock- ſalt has been 
lately diſcovered. IK 

They reckon inthis Province three Towns 
built by the Spaniards, viz. St. Fago's of 
L'Efterro, St. Michael's, and Cordova. At 
Cordova the Jeſuits have a celebrated Uni- 
rerfity, much frequented by the. Spaniſh 
Youth, who deſign to be inſtructed in the 
liberal Sciences. Some other Spaniſh Set- 
tlements with few Inhabitants ſcattered here 
and there in the vaſt Plains of Tucuman, 
have the Name of Towns, They are ſaid 
to be at the Diſtance of 150 or 180 Miles 
rom one another. 

The Provinces of Rio de la Plata and Pa- 
177uay, have four principal Towns; the 
4junption, the Capital of Paroguay ; Bue- 
net Ayres, the Capital of Rio de la Plata; 
Corrientes, and Santafe, The two firſt have 
ach a Biſhop. The Aſſumption is about 
boo Miles from Santafe, and Santafe about 


$70 from Buenos Ayres, The Spaniards had 
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founded ſome other ſmall Towns in the B. 
rana and Uraguay ; but moſt of theſe have 
been deſtroyed by the Mamelufſes, à Sort of 
People, an Account of whom will ſhortly be 


siven. e | 
Theſe Countries want-nothing to equal 
the beſt in Europe, but to be cultivated by 
Men more inclined to Labour. 
Woods that grow. almoſt every where of 


themſelves; the ever-green Plains that 


reach from Buenos Ayres to Cordova, are an 
unqueſtionable Proof of a fruitful Soil ; to 
ſay nothing of the innumerable Herds of 
Cattle, and wild Horſes, to be ſcen about. 


Buenos Ayres, But the prodigious Increaſe - 


of Cattle is a peculiar Property of South- 
America, I am indebted for this Remark 
to a very judicious Perſon, who ſerved the 
King of Spain many Years in this Part of 
the new World, and had ſeen almoſt every 
Part of it, 2 


The Horſes, horned Cattle, and ſeveral 


other Beaſts that are to be ſeen in ſuch Quan 
tities in America, came originally from thoſe

generally clear. The Soil is various; moſt -

But they raiſe no ſta- 
ple Commodity to anſwer their Demands 
on Old France; their Trade with the Indians 

oduces all their Returns for that Market, 

hey are the Furs of the Beaver principally, 
and thoſe of Foxes and Racoons, with 
Deer: ſkins, and all the Branches of the 
Peltry. Theſe, with what Corn and Lum- 
ber they ſend to the Veſt. Indies, to a Peo- 
ple not very luxurious, nor extremely nu- 
merous, furniſh tho? very little Money, yet 


wherewithal in a plentiful Country, to ren- 


der Life eaſy and agreeable. 

The Nature of the Climate ſeverely cold 
for the moſt Part, and the People manu- 
facturing nothing, ſhews what the Country 


wants from Europe; Wine, Brandy, Cloths, 


chiefly coarfe Linen, and wroyght Iron. 


The Indian Trade requires Lrandy, To- 


bacco, a Sort of duffi! Blankets, Guns, 
Powder and Ball, Kettles, Hatchets, and 
Tomahawks, with ſeveral Toys and Trin- 
Kets, The Indians ſupply the Peltry, and 
the French have Traders, whom they call 
Coureurs de Bois, who, in the Manner of 
the original Inhabitants, traverſing the vaſt 
Lakes and Rivers that divide this Country, 
in Canoes of Bark, with incredible Induſtry 
and Patience, carry their Goods into the 
remoteſt Parts of America, and amongſt 
Nations intirely unknown to us, This a- 
gain bringe the Market home to them, as 


the Indians are hereby habituated to trade 


with them. For this Purpoſe, People from 
all Parts, even from the Diſtance of a thou- 
ſand: Miles, come to the French Fair of 


Mont - Real, which is held in June. On this 
Occafion many Solemnities are obſerved; 


Guards are placed, and the Governor affiſts 
to preſerve Order in ſuch a Concourſe of 
ſuch -a Variety of favage Nations. The 
Trade is now in that Channel, for though 


many, if not moſt of theſe Nations, actu- 


ally paſs by our Settlement of Albany in 
New-York, where they may have the Goods 


they want cheaper conſiderably than at 


ff 
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Mont- Real, they travel on above two hun. 
dred Miles further, to buy the fame Con. 
modities at the Second-hand, and enhanced 
by the Expence of ſo long a Land. carriage 
at the French Fair. For the French find i 
cheaper to buy our Goods from the Ne. 
York Merchants than to have them from 
their own, after ſo bad and fo tedious x 
Paſſage as it is from the Mouth of the River 
St. Laurtnee to Mont- Real. So much do 
the French exceed us in Induſtry; Oecono. 
my, and the Arts of conciliating the Aﬀecs 
tions of Mankind; Things that even Ba. 
lance all the Diſadvantages they naturally 
labour under in this Country. Our Fort of 
Oſwego was well planned for ſecuring the 
Indian Trade, and actually brought us a 
great Part of it. Hut it is now no longer at 
Interruption to the Freneb Commerce. 
HFaving mentioned Mont- Real, I have 
only to obſerve, that this Town is ſituated 
in an Iſland in the River St. Laurence, This 
Iſland lies in a very favourable Climate, and 
is well inhabited and well planted, The 
City, which is ſometimes called Mont. Real, 
ſometimes Viile Marie, is agreeably fituated 
on a Branch of the River St. Laurence; it 
forms an oblong Square, divided by regular 
and well cut Streets; it contains three 
Convents; with handſome Churches, and 
an Hoſpital ſor the Sick. The Fortificatiom 
are pretty good, The Inhabitants are ſaid 
to be about five Thouſand. The River is 
only navigable hither by Canoes, or ſmall 
Craft, having ſeveral .Falls between this 
Town and Quebec. Yet the Indian Fair, 
and the Trade of the ſame Kind, which 
they drive more or leſs for the whole Year, 
make it no inconſiderable Place.

But we found in the Wood near 
Wildenhayn another more conſiderable Corps 
of the Enemy, who after firing ſome Volleys

Our Vanguard was 'on the Point of at- 
tacking them when we learnt that St. Ig- 
non's Dragoons: were in the Wood on our 
Left between our Columns of Foot. Being 
immediately attacked by. our Huſſars, they 
wanted to retire, but met the Grenadiers of 
our Vanguard, whoſe Fire ſtopt them, ſo 
that our Huſſars made moſt of them Priſo- 
ners. Thoſe who eſcaped, fell in with our 
ſecond and third Lines, where our Cavalry 
was, and were either diſperſed or taken. 

At Two in the Afternoon, the King got 
thro! the Wood to the little Plain of Nei- 
den, There we found Bathiani's Dragoons, 
and a Regiment of Foot, which after firing 
ſome Cannon» ſhot, retired to Torgau, from 
whence we heard a briſk and continued Fire 
of Cannon and ſmall Arms, which made us 
judge-that General Zeithen was already en- 
gaged with the Enemy. On this we mended 
our Pace, and paſſing the Moraſſes near 
Nelden, inclined to our Right towards a 
ſmall Wood, . marching in three Lines. The 
Horſe were on the Left of the Foot, with 
their Left at the Elbe, | + A 

On our approach, Marſhal Daun made a 
Front, and received us with a briſk Fire of 
200 Pieces of Cannon. His Poſition was as 
follows. His Right extended to Groſwich, 
and his Left to Zinne. His Foot occupied 
very advantageous Eminences along the 
Leipſic Road. His ſecond Line, againſt 
which we directed our Attack, 7" placed 
on a Piece of Ground which terminated in 
Hillocks towards the Elbe. þ 

We had diſpoſed our Attack 


in ſuch a 
Manner, that either our Right or Left muſt 
fake the Enemy in Rear, and cloſe them in,

any Thing againſt that Part where we in- 
tended to effect our Attack. Nevertheleſs 
we were repulſed the: firft Time, aſter a 
very ſmart Fire of Artillery and Small- arms. 
Our Grenadiers ſuffered from the Auſtrian 
Carabineers. We made -a. ſecond vigorous 
Attack; but we were again repulſed, and 
forced fo give Way. Whereupon the King 
made Bareith's Dragoons. advance, who 
took Priſoners the Emperor's own Regi- 
ment, thoſe of Neuperg and Gaiſrugg, and 
a Battalion of Bareith's. Atthe ſame Time, 
Spaen's Cuiraſſiers fell upon other Regi- 

ments of Foot, and put them into Diſorder. 
Upon which the Enemy advanced between 
ſixty and eighty Battalions towards Torgau, 
placing their Left at Zinne, and their Right 
at the Elbe. The Prince of Holſtein went 
to meet them with our Cavalry, and at firſt 
made them give Way; but, at the ſecond 
Shock, he was himſelf forced to retire. 
Nevertheleſs, he returned to the Charge,

and our, third Line of Foot attacked the 


Vinyargs of Supriz, whilſt General-Ziethen 


with our right Wing took the Enemy in 
Rear. This Diſpoſition had the defired 
Succeſs ; it threw the Auſtrians: into great

Theſe different Attacks laſted till a Quar- 
ter aſter Nine at Night. As the Night was 


uncommonly Dark, it was not poſſible to 


purſue the Enemy. Marſhal Daun is wound- 
ed in the Thigh, and it ſhould ſeem that our 
Victory was facilitated by his Wound, The 
Enemy employed the reſt of the Night in 
croſſing the Elbe, with all Speed, on three 
Bridges of Boats which they threw over it 
at Torgau. Next Morning, at Day break, 
we entered that Town, and ſeized twenty 
Boats belonging to their Bridges. Fs 
The Enemy loſt in this Engagement four 
Generals, 200 Officers, and 7000 Men, 
whom we made Priſoners, We took 20 
Pair of Colours, one Standard, 37 Cannon, 


and three Obuſiers. In the firſt Attacks, 


in which we were repulſed, the Enemy 
took two our Generals, ſome Officers, and 
about 1500 Soldiers. We compute our Loſs 
at 2500. Men killed, and 4900 wounded. 
The Action was very ſharp, the Ground 
was diſputed on both Sides with the greateſt
